We shal! see, as we go along, bow 
the price level is disturbed anc dis- 
torted by the destruction of these 


certificates before the goods for 
which they are issued are con- 
sumed, but it is clear that, under 
a scientifically operated system, the 
money certificates given for the 
production of goods would be the 
determinant, or yardstick, of the 


values of such produced goods. 


GOLD NO YARDSTICK 


Gold or silver or any other sub- 
stance is not, never was, nor cau be 
a yardstick or measure of values 
One cannot express values in # sub- 
stance, but only in a number or 
term representing a quantity of 
something; therefore, a subsiance 
eannot be a measure of values One 
eannot measure a table with « chair 
por divide apples into sections of 
potatoes. 

If one had an ounce of gold the

NEW LONDON, Tex. March 
22.—Frail and weary with grief, 
w. Cc. Shaw, superintendent, 
told a military inquiry today he 
was “partly responsible” for an 
informal gas line connection for 
the heating system of the ¢x- 
plosion-wrecked London school 
and that he had not known of 
any particular objection to the 
connection. The sas line is 
being studied among numerous 
other factors in the search for 
the cause of the disaster which 
killed 455 children and teachers. 


NEW LONDON, Tex. 
March 22.—Whether the 
titanic force which blasted 
455 pupils and teachers to 
horrible death was gas pip- 
ed without permission brew- 
ed a heated controversy 
today. 

In this rich East Texas 
oil region, now dotted with 
hundreds of little freshly 
sodded graves, a military 
court of inquiry summoned 
board members of the ill- 
fated consolidated school, 
one of whom stormed feel- 
ingly, “We are not stealing 
any gas.” 

On the records was the assertion 
of an oil company foreman that the 


gas used in heating the school was 
piped without his knowledge from 


| his employer's residue line end, he 


felt certain, without proper a&u- 
thority. 

In the background was the theory 
of explosion experts that radiators 
without proper vents caused ac- 
cumulated gas which let go last 
Thursday in the nation’s worst 
school disaster 

Field Foreman D. L. Clark, of the 
Parade Gasoline company, gave the 
testimony which prompted J. R. 
Kern, a school board member, to 
retort in an interview that at least 
one Parade official knew of the gas 
pipeline connection. 

Gas used at the school came or- 
iginally from the oil fields. It had 
been stripped of natural gasoline 
content before being sent back, 
colorless and without a particularly 
warning odor. through the line to 
which the school was connected.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: C. W. X. states: “A book I was 
reading made the statement that the energy 
derived from one-half of a peanut was enough 
to carry out one whole hour of menta] work.

ANSWER: Recent study in the field of nutri- 
tion has demonstrated that brain work really re- 
guires very little food and it is quite possible 
that one-half of a peanut would provide al] of the 
food material which would be consumed during 
one hour of mental work. There is a Jesson in 
this for the brain-worker, who may very easily 
over eat if he follows the dietary schedule of 
one doing herd physics] work. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Thelma L. writes: “Really 
feel that I owe you a letter of gratitude. Last 
August I was feeling tired, dispirited, and dis- 
couraged. Happened to pick up one of your 
articles which advised walking. Now walk 20 
blocks a dsy and am feeling fine. The tired 
feeling has gone, sleep better, am hungry for 
meals and altogether feel like a different person. 
Thought some one else might like to know how 
this simple measure helped me.” 

ANSWER: I am pleased to know that you 
have improved so much. 

QUESTION: Gladys W. inquires: “What are 
some of the symptoms of acne, and is there any 
successful treatment of this disorder?” 

ANSWER: Acne is a common skin disorder 
producing the unsightly pimples so often seen 
in adolescence. It is generally accompanied by 
blackheads and oiliness of the skin. The charac- 
teristic pimple starts as a small, red elevation, 
most likely to develop on the cheeks, chin, fore- 
head and upper part of the back. Some of the 
pimples become topped with pus and the sur- 
rounding skin is often of an angry, inflamed 
appearance. The disorder is usually satisfac- 
torily overcome through the use of a fast. fol- 
lowed by a careful diet, and through proper 
cleansing of the skin. Ultra violet ray treatment 
is also frequently of benefit. Constipation is the 
rule rather than the exception among patients 
with acne, and must be satisfactorily overcome 
if the skin is to remain clear.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8. COWPER 

There was a newspaper story the other day 
about a seal killing a shark. The fight of David 
and Goliath is often re-enacted in the animal 
and fish world. 

At Sydney, Australia, keepers of the Taronga 
Park aquarium have had to remove from a large 
pool a small fish about six inches in length, 
known as a box fish, in order to protect the life 
of a huge shark. It had previously caused the 
death of “Skipper II"—a shark measuring 11 
feet 6 inches. 

“Skipper II” had a record for length of cap- 
tivity. For nearly four years the big fellow, of 
the grey nurse variety, had lived in the pool. 
During that time he was never known to stop 
swimming. It was estimated that he had swum 
35,000 miles since being placed in the pool. He 
Was a great attraction for visitors. 

The tiny box fish had been placed in the pool 
for purposes of comparison. Visitors were often 
anxious for the safety of the tiny chap, swim- 
ming near its two big companions. The box fish 
would feed on portions of dead fish that fell to 
the floor of the pool. It was especially fond of 
fish eyes—like an Eskimo. One day il took into 
its little brain the idea of attacking the eyes of 
“Skipper II.” Blinded, the big shark, sank to 
the bottom of the pool and remained there 
motionless for three weeks till it died. 


There's a little white rabbit in Toronto that 
now beers the proud name of Goliath. It was 
intended to serve as the monthly meal on Sept. 
10 last for “Myrtle,” a 22 foot black rock python, 
on exhibition in the snake show at the Canadian 
National Exhibition. 

Myrtle’s keepers dangled the bunny before 
the snake. Before Myrtle could strike and crush 
it in its strong mouth, the rabbit wriggled out of 
the keeper's hand and made a rabbit line for 
the python’s back. It started to chew Myrtie up 
and down her 22 foot spine. Alarmed lest his pet 
python might suffer serious damage, Wally Wel- 
liver, owner of the snake show hopped into the 
snake ring and saved his python from the bel- 
ligerent rabbit. 

We all bow before courage. His plucky at- 
tack on the python earned “Goliath” a new lease 
of life and an extra large lettuce leaf 


All the volunteers in the unofficial war of the 
Fascist nations on the Spanish republic are not 
on the side of the Spanish loyalists. A despatch 
from Dublin says that 1,000 Irishmen are fight- 
ing on the Fascist side. There is a sprinkling of 
seasoned veterans of the Irish rebellion, skilled 
in guerilla warfare, but most of them are youths 
fresh from school who believe they are fighting 
for the maintenance of the Catholic Chureh. They 
are led by Genera] Eoin O'Duffy. 

Six hundred and fifty of them were em- 
barked on board a Nazi troopship which crept 
into Galway Bay early one morning before last 
Christmas. The others travelled by way of 
Liverpool to Lisbon as students and tourists, 
and were taken across the Portuguese border 
into Spain. 

A further ship-load of 700 recruits was to have 
been taken by the same German troopship from 
Passage East on the Waterford coast last April. 
The recruits assembled and waited all night in 
the cold and rain, but for some unexplained 
reason the Nazi troopship never arrived. Dis- 
appointed, the youths returned to their homes. 

The Irish volunteers are not al] on the Fascist 
side, according to this Dublin report. There are 
about two hundred Irishmen fighting for the 
loyalists under Frank Ryan, a former Republi- 
can journalist and member of the Irish Repub- 
lican army. Ryan now heads a new organization 
known as the Republican Congress. 

Both bands of Irish volunteers are on the 
Madrid front--Ryan's men with the defenders of 
Madrid and O’Duffy’s men with the attackers. 


A Joseph Conrad could write a fascinating 
story of the peregrinations of and happenings on 
the gun runner Mar Cantabrico, sunk by insurg- 
ent warships in the Boy of Biscay (or, as anc ther 
account, since contradicted, has it, towed into an 
insurgent port). 

The Mar Cantabrico carried a large crew and 
several passengers of Loyalist sympathy. She 
narrowly escaped the restrictions of the Rouse- 
velt ban against shipment of munitions. Before 
leaving American waters she was held by a cvast- 
guard vessel] on legal proceedings taken by two 
American air-men cleiming wages were due 
them by the Snanish Government. Thereafter, 
for weeks, she was kept dodging about on the 
see lanes. ° 

What happened aboard is hinted at by Pablo 
Juan Boo, the only man from the Mar Cant*'rico 
to escape when the ship was shel’ed and cap- 
tured by the insurgent warship Canarias Pablo 
feared that all of the crew would be executed, 
as were the crew of a Russian freighter similerly 
shelled and sunk by the Canarias. He took a 
chance on going overboard, and was later p'cked 
up by a French fishing boat. 

Pablo says th@ crew of the Mar Cantabrico 
seized and shct their captain in mid-Atlantic, 
because they suspected him of being in com- 
munication with insurgent warships. After the 
captain was shot, the mate Franca Maria, took 
charge. Instead of trying to slip through the 
Straits of Gibraltar as ordered, Maria turned his 
ship north until off Nantes in France. From there 
he took the southern steamship lanes usually 
followed by British ships en route to Portugal. 
He had previously camouflaged his ship te make 
her look like the British steamer Adda of New- 


castle. 

What a story Conrad could have made of it. 

Heres a more wholesome story of the sea. 
Fourteen great windjammers are now fighting 
their way from Australia in the annual race 
along the Cape Horn route for Great Britain and 
the European continent. They include nearly 
all of the famous big sailing ships left on the 
seas. Due to strict Board of Trade rggulaticns, 
nene now claim British registry. They are prin- 
cipally owned in Finland and Sweden. Usually 
the race takes from 90 to 120 days. What a 
sight to see these great craft with sea-lites 
spread to fair winds, or beating along under jow- 
er topgails with lee rails awash. No Grand Na- 
tions! or International Yacht Race series can 
cumpare with this annual deep-sea grain race.

It is composed solely of 
warm, sweet milk and = almond 
meal, and its gentleness is due 
mostly to the fact that the warm 


milk used in the formula tends to 
reduce the drawing action of the 
almond meal and makes the treat- 
ment a mild one. 
Before this face mask is applied, 
mask should be made from @ 
square of gauze or cheesecloth, 
holes being cut into the chosen ma- 
terial for the eyes, nostrils and 
mouth. Then the skin should be 
thoroughly cleansed with a good 
cleansing cream, and after this is 
removed, a good nourishing cream 
should be applied and massaged 
gently into the skin. Permit this 
cream to remain on the skin for a 
few minutes, and then remove with 
cleansing tissues. It is wise, too, 
for protective purposes, to smooth 
a bit of nourishing cream around 
the eyes and mouth before apply- 
ing the mask 

In the next step, the prepared 
cheesecloth or gauze mask should 
be dipped into warm milk, fitted 
over the face and patted into con- 
tact with the skin. Then enough 
warm milk should be mixed with 


half a cup of almond meal to form 
a smooth paste, and the paste 
spread generously over the cheese- 
cloth mask. 

You should permit this mask to 
dry thoroughly before removing it, 
if you desire it to be effective. Lie 
down and relax while the paste is 
drying, if you possibly can. When 
thoroughly dry, remove the mask 
simply by lifting it off your face 
by the gauze or cheesecloth. 

Take a square of absorbent cot- 
then, and bathe, your skin 
with the warm milk. Then 
dry your face thoroughly, and as 
the final step, apply a good astrin- 
gent to close the pores and tone up 
your skin.
